FOR IMPROVING HR BESB, 


At the city hall yesterday in mays Gnior he 
cty an important, hearing took 
‘ Place regarding the proposed im- 
‘provements fo the subway at Six- 
| teenth street and Macdonald avenue. 
| There were officials of the railroad 
' commission and the engineers of 
| the various railroads affected, along 
‘with the engineer of this city. 

Is; R. Kessing, assistant engineer 
lof the railroad commission, present- 
ed three different plans which had 
| been drawn which would form feas- 
ible improvements for the subway. 

These plans Were discussed ni de- 


tail by Kessing, G. H. Harris, gen-' 


eral superintendent for the Traction 
Company, D, A. Porter, division en- 
gineer for the Southern Pacific, and 
H. D, Chapman, city engineer of 
Richmond. Zé 

No condlusions were reached as 
‘to which of the three plans would be 
adopted, but it was definitely decided 
that a-plan presented by Porter of 
the Southern Pacific would not be 
practicable because of the fact that 
the driveway for automobiles woudl 
not be wide enough for the passing 
of a truck and a-car at the same 
time, The commiss'on took the 
plans under advisement and will ren- 
der a decision at an early date. 

The ‘first plan calls for the removal 


“Fighting Chaplain” 


of the present pedeitrian walk un- 
der the subway to the south side 
of thes ubway. The car tracks will 
be moved slightly and the road bed 
will be paved all the way across for 
automobile traffic. The estimated 
cost for: these improvements fs 
$3,215, 

‘Proposition No. 2 calls for the 
doubling of the tracks and the com- 
plete removal of the sidewalk. - The 
whole width of the subway. would 
be paved and pedestrian traffic di- 
verted to.a depressed sidewalk under 
the raflroad tracks north of the 
north abuttment. The subway would 
be extended on both sides, reducing 
the gradé at the ea 
cent and on the west to 4 -per cent. 
These empeorements would cost $49,- 
000, 

Proposit'on No. 3 calls for the 
replacement of the present bridge 
by a single span, the columns un- 
der the bridge being ‘removed there- 
by. The entire width would be 
paved; and double tracks for the 
street cars’ installed. The depressed 
sidewalk north of the subway would 
be employed with these plans also. 
The grades on both ends of the sub- 
way would be reduced and the en- 
tire proposition cost over $103,000.
